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FOREWORD 
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In  any  biography  of  a  person  gone  these  hundreds  of  years  there 
could  be  little  originality.  What  is  here  recorded  has  been  been 
taken  from  all  the  works  available.  Whether  credit  is  given  Sprague's 
Annals  of  the  American  Pulpit,  or  some  other  work  matters  lfttle, 
though  this  was  iny  first  source  of  information  on  John  Cotton 
ong  ago,  when  only  a  child,  not  knowing  for  certain  that  this  great 
figure  of  Early  America  was  an  ancestor,  and  knowing  nothing  of  the 
family  beyond  the  Attica  Cemetery.  The  publication  of  a  Cotton 
Genealogy  is  due  beyond  doubt,  to  the  urgings  of  my  wife,  Mayme 
R.  Cooley,  who  insisted  when  in  New  England  cemeteries,  to  pass 
up  no  Cotton  headstone  without  taking  a  picture,  and  to  pass  up  no 
Cotton  record  m  the  Vermont  Vital  Records,  or  in  a  town  clerk's 
books.  There  was  always  the  warning  that  some  day  I  might  com- 
pile  a  Cotton  Genealogy  and  might  sorely  need  the  record  While 
the  work  on  this  volume  is  mine,  the  inspiration  is  hers,  for  the  seed 
that  she  planted  bore  fruit.  Some  persons  when  seeking  their  an- 
cestral  lines  seem  to  require  a  reference  for  every  statement,  regard¬ 
less  of  how  unreliable  the  source.  This  cannot  be  given  as  it  would 
double  the  size  of  the  volume  and  furnish  no  worthy  purpose.  The 
best  authorities  available  have  been  followed  in  the  older  families 
from  innumerable  sources,  confirming  records  where  possible  in 
the  published  books  of  vital  records  on  Massachusetts  towns,  in 
the  Barbour  collection  in  the  Connecticut  State  Library  and  in  the 
Vermont  Vital  Record  Department.  Much  of  the  material  is  from 
local  histones  of  the  places  involved  and  not  available  elsewhere. 

I  lie  later  families  are  given  by  members  of  those  families  and  to 
check  them  with  vita]  records  would  be  an  impossible  task.  If  one 
requires  such  references,  let  a  competent  genealogist  take  the  state¬ 
ments  and  check  them.  I  have  had  the  benefit  of  data  on  the 
family  gathered  by  William  Arosco  Cotton  and  of  some  notes  gath¬ 
ered  by  Captain  Charles  S.  Cotton,  son  of  Admiral  Charles  S.  Cot¬ 
ton,  and  passed  on  to  me  by  Miss  Arietta  Helen  Vail  of  Glendale, 
Calif.  Inclusion  of  the  Cottons  of  the  lines  of  William  Cotton  of 
Boston,  William  of  Gloucester,  William  of  Portsmouth  and  Leon 
ard  Cotton  has  been  given  up.  There  is  too  much,  and  too  little  in¬ 
terest  among  the  Cotton  descendants  for  one  man  to  accomplish

much  A  great  field  awaits  someone  with  interest  in  those  lines. 
1  he  first  limited  edition  of  this  volume  is  not  what  I  had  hoped  it 
would  be,  but  if  it  creates  enough  interest  to  improve  and  enlarge 
the  second  edition,  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  publish  volumes  on 
other  Cotton  lines.  As  has  been  intimated,  the  older  families  arc  a 
composite  record  of  all  the  sources  at  my  command  and  if  what  has 
been  regarded  as  authentic  is  in  error,  so  is  this  volume.  It  is  assumed 
that  the  information  sent  in  on  the  more  modern  branches  of  the

John  Cotton  was  born  at  Derby,  on  the  River  Derwent,  Eng¬ 
land,  December  4,  1585,  and  was  baptized  at  St.  Alkmund’s  Church, 
Derby,  December  15,  1585.  He  was  a  son  of  Roland  and  Mary 
(Hurlbert)  Cotton.  His  parents  were  in  easy  circumstances,  Rol¬ 
and  Cotton  being  a  lawyer.  His  childhood  and  youth  were  full  of 
promise,  and  at  the  early  age  of  thirteen  he  was  admitted  to  Trinity 
College,  Cambridge,  where  he  took  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in 
January,  1603,  and  his  Master  of  Arts  degree  in  1606.  He  then  re¬ 
moved  to  Emanuel  College,  where  he  obtained  a  Fellowship,  and 
where  he  took  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity.  He  was  soon 
chosen  Head  Lecturer;  then  Dean— an  officer  whose  business  it  was 
to  attend  to  the  deportment  and  discipline  of  the  students;  and 
Catechist,  whose  employment  was  of  chief  note  in  the  old  conven¬ 
tual  schools.  He  very  early  gained  a  high  reputation  for  intellectual 
force  and  facility,  as  well  as  for  the  richness  and  variety  of  his  ac¬ 
quirements.  His  earliest  sermons— those  which  he  occasionally 
preached  in  the  university— were  listened  to  with  marked  admiration; 
but,  according  to  his  own  subsequent  judgment,  they  were  greatly 
deficient  in  evangelical  instruction. 

During  his  connection  with  the  college,  his  conscience  had  some¬ 
times  been  roused  by  the  earnest  and  searching  ministrations  of  the 
Rev.  William  Perkins,  an  eminent  Puritan  divine  of  that  day;  but 
he  had  contrived  to  banish,  for  the  most  part,  the  serious  impres¬ 
sions  which  had  thus  been  made  upon  him;  and  he  secretly  congratu¬ 
lated  himself  when  he  heard  the  bell  toll  for  the  old  gentleman’s 
funeral,  that  he  had  nothing  more  to  fear  from  his  bold  and  pungent 
appeals.  This  thought,  however,  reacted  upon  his  mind  with  ter¬ 
rible  force,  and  it  seems  to  have  been  the  starting  point  towards  a 
new  and  better  state  both  of  heart  and  of  life.  With  this  there 
was  the  concurring  influence  of  a  powerful  sermon  on  "Regenera¬ 
tion”  which  he  listened  to,  about  this  time,  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Sibbs, 
another  name  of  Puritan  celebrity,  and  the  result  of  the  whole  was, 
that  he  was  brought  to  regard  himself  as  utterly  depraved,  without 
the  ability  to  rescue  himself  from  the  ruin  in  which  he  was  involved. 
For  nearly  three  years  he  was  fainting  under  the  burden  of  his  de- 
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The  Rev.  John  Cotton 


sponding  thoughts,  but  at  length  lie  was  enabled  to  take  such  views 
of  the  Gospel  as  dissipated  his  terrors  and  brought  peace  to  his  spirit. 
Shortly  after  this  he  was  called  upon  in  his  turn  to  preach  before  the 
university  and  instead  of  giving  a  splendid  harangue  which  his  aud¬ 
ience  expected,  he  gave  them  a  simple  and  earnest  discourse  on  the 
duty  of  repentence.  The  effort  was  received  with  manifest  dissatis¬ 
faction,  though  one  of  his  hearers.  Dr.  John  Preston,  then  a  distin¬ 
guished  Fellow  of  Queen’s  College,  received  impressions  from  it  that 
were  never  effaced. 

In  the  year  1612,  when  Mr.  Cotton  was  in  his  twenty-eighth 
year,  he  was  invited  by  the  people  of  Boston,  in  Lincolnshire,  to 
settle  in  the  ministry  among  them,  and  though  there  was  a  vigorous 
opposition  made  to  his  settlement,  on  the  ground  of  his  Puritanism, 
by  a  portion  of  the  parish,  as  well  as  by  Dr.  Barton,  the  bishop  of  the 
diocese,  the  result  was  that  his  settlement  there  was  speedily  ef¬ 
fected.  This  was  done  through  the  intercession  of  Simon  Bibye, 
whose  influence  had  been  solicited  by  some  of  John  Cotton’s  friends, 
but  without  his  knowledge.  Several  incidents  connect  this  genPc- 
man’s  name  with  the  family  history.  His  daughter  became  the  wife 
of  Sir  Edward  Lake,  LL.D.,  chancellor  of  the  diocese  of  Lincoln, 
whose  niece,  Anne  Lake,  daughter  of  Captain  Thomas  Lake  of  Bos¬ 
ton,  Mass.,  was  the  wife  of  the  Rev.  John  Cotton,  son  of  the  Rev. 
Seaborn  Cotton.  By  a  second  marriage,  she  became  the  wife  of  the 
Rev.  Increase  Mather,  whose  father,  the  Rev.  Richard  Mather,  was 
also  befriended  by  Mr.  Bibyc  when  in  similar  difficulties  with  the 
bishop  at  Toxtcth,  in  November,  1633. 

He  soon  found  that  certain  doctrines,  to  which  he  attached 
much  importance,  had  been  brought  into  disrepute,  chiefly  through 
the  influence  of  a  distinguished  physician  of  the  place,  and  after 
listening  silently  to  his  objections  he  endeavored  to  frame  his  public 
discourses  so  as  to  meet  them  in  the  most  successful  and  at  the  same 
time  the  most  inoffensive  manner.  The  result  was  that  the  physi¬ 
cian  “desisted  from  all  further  debate,”  and  “all  matters  of  religion 
were  carried  on  calmly  and  peaceably.” 

Having  resided  in  the  parish  of  St.  Botolph,  in  Boston, 
(the  name  “Boston”  being  a  contraction  of  the  name  “Botolph’s 
Town”)  for  about  half  a  year,  lie  went  back  to  Cambridge  to  take 
his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity. 
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About  this  time  John  Cotton  married  Elizabeth  Horrocks,  "an 
eminently  virtuous  gentlewoman.”  She  proved,  in  the  best  sense, 
a  helpmeet  to  him,  and  was  particularly  useful  in  ascertaining,  by 
personal  intercourse,  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  female  members 
of  the  congregation,  and  thus  enabling  her  husband  the  better  to 
adapt  his  discourses. 

After  about  three  years  of  deep  reflection  and  study,  John  Cot¬ 
ton  was  brought  to  the  conviction  that  some  of  the  ceremonies  of 
the  established  church  were  unscriptural,  and  of  course  that  he  could 
no  longer  conform  to  them.  So  much  were  his  people  attached  to 
him,  that  the  greater  part  of  them  cheerfully  sustained  him  in  his 
course,  while  there  was  one— a  person  by  the  name  of  Thomas  Lev- 
crctt,  who,  in  connection  with  a  few  others,  prosecuted  complaints 
against  him  in  the  Episcopal  courts,  till,  after  some  time,  he  was 
silenced  by  order  of  the  bishop.  He  behaved  with  the  most  ex¬ 
emplary  submission  and  dignity  under  his  suspension,  attending 
constantly  on  the  public  preaching  of  his  substitute  but  not  to  the 
reading  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  Meanwhile,  Mr.  Leverett 
relented  at  his  own  course,  and  by  means  of  an  oath  of  a  somewhat 
ambiguous  character,  succeeded  in  procuring  a  reversal  of  the  sen¬ 
tence  which,  through  his  instrumentality,  had  gone  forth  against 
his  minister.  Thomas  Leverett  was  afterwards  John  Cotton’s  stead¬ 
fast  friend,  in  fact,  on  his  memorial  in  the  First  Church  in  Boston 
appears  the  following:  "Thomas  Leverett,  ruling  elder  in  this 
church  1633-1650.  Loyal  friend  of  John  Cotton.  Ilis  defender 
when  persecution  threatened.  His  fellow  voyager  to  Boston,  New 
England.” 

Subsequently,  John  Cotton  was  suffered  to  go  on  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duties  without  interruption,  and  with  little  or  no 
embarrassment,  for  many  years.  Without  any  effort  to  build  up 
a  party  or  to  gain  adherents,  his  grand  aim  was  to  impress  upon  the 
people  what  he  believed  to  be  the  great  truths  of  Christianity.  Be¬ 
sides  performing  a  vast  amount  of  labor  in  the  pulpit,  as  well  as 
faithfully  attending  to  all  his  more  private  ministerial  duties,  lie 
acquired  no  small  celebrity  as  a  theological  teacher,  and  while  most 
of  his  pupils  were  from  the  university  where  lie  had  himself  been 
trained,  there  was  a  considerable  number  from  Holland,  and  some 
from  Germany. 

Towards  the  end  of  his  residence  in  Boston,  England,  Mr.  Cot¬ 
ton  was,  for  a  whole  year,  prevented  from  preaching,  by  a  quartan 
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The  Rev.  John  Cotton 

ague,  which  began  on  September,  1630.  His  physicians  advising  a 
change  of  air,  he  removed  to  the  mansion  of  the  Earl  of  Lincoln, 
one  of  his  noble  friends,  where  he  recovered  his  health.  I  le.  how 
ever,  lost  his  excellent  wife  by  the  same  disease,  after  a  happy  union 
of  eighteen  years.  On  April  25,  1632,  at  Boston,  he  married  Sarah 
(Hawkridge)  Story,  widow  of  William  Story'  of  Boston,  and  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Anthony  and  Isabel  (Dowse).  Hawkridge,  or  Hawkredd,  as 
given  in  the  old  records  there.  Anthony  Hawkridge  was  mayor  of 
Boston  and  a  merchant.  By  her  first  marriage,  there  w»as  one 
daughter,  Elizabeth  Story,  w'ho  married  Wentworth  Day. 

His  nonconformity  was  tolerated  for  awhile,  without  dis¬ 
turbance,  and  was  gradually  embraced,  in  practice,  by  the  “chief  and 
greatest  part  of  the  town.”  Dr.  Williams,  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  and 
the  successor  of  Lord  Bacon,  as  keeper  of  the  great  seal,  “went  to 
King  James,  and  speaking  of  Mr.  Cotton’s  great  learning  and  worth 
before  him,  the  king  was  willing,  notwithstanding  his  nonconformity, 
to  give  way,  that  he  should  have  liberty  to  go  on  without  interrup¬ 
tion  in  his  ministry;  which  was  very  marvelous,  considering  how  that 
the  king’s  spirit  was  carried  out  against  such  men.” 

The  government  of  the  Church  of  England  had  now  fallen  al¬ 
most  completely  into  the  hands  of  Bishop  Laud,  and  divisions  arose 
among  the  parishioners  of  St.  Botolph’s.  A  dissolute  fellow  by  the 
name  of  Johnson,  who  had  been  punished  for  his  immoralities,  in¬ 
formed  against  the  magistrates  and  the  minister  for  not  kneeling  at 
the  Sacrament.  Cotton  says:  “When  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln  Dio¬ 
cese,  (Dr.  Montaigne),  offered  me  liberty  upon  once  kneeling  at 
the  Sacrament  with  him  the  next  Lord’s  Day  after,  I  durst  not  accept 
his  offer  of  liberty  upon  once  kneeling.”  Cotton  “scrupled  kneel¬ 
ing”  as  a  remnant  of  the  “idolatrous  sacrifice  of  the  mass.”  The 
Earl  of  Dorset,  his  warm  friend,  interceded  in  vain  in  his  behalf, 
assuring  him  that  “if  he  had  been  guilty  of  drunkenness,  unclean¬ 
ness,  or  any  such  lesser  fault,”  he  could  have  obtained  his  pardon;  but 
as  he  was  guilty  of  Puritanism  and  nonconformity,  the  crime  was 
unpardonable,  and  he  advised  him  to  flee  for  his  safety.  His  first 
determination  was  to  seek  a  refuge  in  Holland,  and  he  had  actually, 
traveling  in  disguise,  almost  reached  the  port  from  which  lie  ex¬ 
pected  to  embark,  when  lie  was  met  by  a  relative  who  induced  him 
to  change  his  purpose,  and  betake  himself  to  London.  Here  lie  re¬ 
mained  for  some  time  in  concealment,  and,  though  he  was  urged  by 
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the  Rev.  John  Davenport,  and  some  other  eminent  ministers  of 
London  to  conform  to  the  instituted  ceremonies  as  matters  of  little 
moment,  yet,  so  far  from  being  convinced  by  their  arguments,  he 
actually  succeeded  in  convincing  them  by  his,  and  the  result  was 
that,  about  the  middle  of  July,  1633,  John  Cotton  in  company  with 
Thomas  Hooker,  Samuel  Stone,  and  a  company  of  about  two  hun¬ 
dred  passengers,  among  whom  were  a  number  of  his  Boston  parish¬ 
ioners,  embarked  in  a  vessel  called  the  “Griffin”  for  New  England. 
His  movements,  as  he  was  leaving  England,  were  all  narrowly  watch¬ 
ed,  and  it  was  only  by  the  most  cautious  and  dexterous  management 
that  his  escape  was  effected.  The  vessel  in  which  he  came  to  this 
country  reached  Boston  after  a  passage  of  seven  weeks,  on  September 
3,  1633.  On  the  ship  during  the  voyage  to  America  on  August 
12th  Cotton’s  eldest  son  was  born,  the  child  being  named  “Seaborn” 
who  in  the  new  country  was  also  to  become  a  minister,  though  never 
to  achieve  the  fame  of  his  parent.  The  baptism  of  this  child  was 
left  until  the  arrival  in  Boston,  Cotton  explaining  that  it  was  not  for 
the  want  of  fresh  water,  for  he  held  that  sea  water  would  have  served, 
—but  first,  because  they  had  no  settled  congregation  there;  and  sec¬ 
ond,  because  a  minister  “hath  no  power  to  give  the  seals  but  in  his 
own  congregation.” 

Within  a  fortnight  after  his  arrival  the  magistrates  and  other 
leading  men  designated  him  to  be  teacher  of  the  First  Church  in 
Boston,  of  which  John  Wilson  was  then  pastor,  and  on  the  10th  day 
of  October,  he  was  set  apart  to  his  office  by  imposition  of  the  hands 
of  Mr.  Wilson  and  his  two  elders.  This  was  intended  as  Governor 
Winthrop  has  stated  in  respect  to  the  ordination  of  Mr.  Wilson  un¬ 
der  similar  circumstances,  “only  as  a  sign  of  election  and  confirma¬ 
tion,  not  of  any  intent  that  he  should  renounce  his  ministry  he  had 
received  in  England.” 

As  all  the  freemen  of  this  new  born  republic  were  church  mem¬ 
bers,  and  as  the  people  were  at  liberty  to  select  their  own  form  of 
civil  government,  it  was  thought  that  they  ought  to  make  the  laws 
of  God  as  delivered  by  Moses  to  the  commonwealth  of  Israel,  the 
basis  of  their  civil  policy.  The  General  Court  desired  Mr.  Cotton 
to  draw  up  an  abstract  of  the  laws  of  Moses,  omitting  such  as  were 
of  temporary  obligation,  and  in  their  nature  peculiar  to  the  Jewish 
economy.  This  service  he  performed,  and  the  result  of  his  labor, 
though  not  adopted,  was  published.  Another  abstract,  subsequently 
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made,  was  supposed  to  have  been  the  joint  labor  of  John  Cotton  and 
Sir  Henry  Vane,  later  governor  of  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony,  who, 
sometime  during  his  sojourn  in  this  country,  lived  in  a  wing  lie  had 
caused  to  be  built  onto  the  Cotton  home.  This  Sir  Henry  Vane, 
later  a  follower  of  Cromwell,  was  the  one  beheaded  by  Charles  II, 
on  June  14,  1662.  Cotton  favored  the  establishment  of  a  theocracy; 
that  is,  he  would  have  the  public  affairs  administered  agreeably  to 
the  principles  and  requirements  of  revealed  religion,  by  executive 
officers  appointed  by  the  people.  This  was  brought  out  in  1636 
when  Governor  Winthrop  received  inquiries  and  propositions  from 
some  persons  of  great  quality  and  estate,  whereby  they  discovered 
their  intentions  to  join  the  colony,  if  they  might  receive  satisfaction 
therein.”  The  proposals  contemplated  two  houses  of  government; 
the  one  of  nobles  and  gentlemen,  with  hereditary  rank  and  rights, 
from  whom  the  governor  should  always  be  chosen;  the  other  the 
freeholders  of  the  commonalty.  Each  house  was  to  have  a  negative. 
In  reply  to  these  proposals  John  Cotton,  in  a  letter  to  Lord  Say  and 
Sele,  gives  us  the  following  very  clear  description  of  the  form  of 
government  by  the  Bible  model  which  was  being  set  up  here  as  "an 
administration  of  a  civil  state  according  to  God  .  ...  "I  am 
very  apt  to  believe  that  the  word  and  Scriptures  of  God 
doe  eontevne  a  short  upoluposis  or  platforme,  not  onely  of  theology, 
but  also  of  other  sacred  sciences,  attendants,  and  hand  maids  there¬ 
unto,— ethicks,  oeconomics,  polities,  church-government,  prophecy, 
academy.  It  is  very  suitable  to  God’s  all-sufficient  wisdom,  and  to 
the  fulness  and  perfection  of  Holy  Scriptures,  not  only  to  prescribe 
perfect  rules  for  the  right  ordering  of  a  private  man’s  sonic,  but  also 
for  the  right  ordering  of  a  man's  family,  yea,  of  the  commonwealth 
too.  When  a  commonwealth  hath  liberty  to  mould  his  own  frame, 

I  conceyve  the  Scripture  hath  given  full  direction  for  the  right  order¬ 
ing  of  the  same.  Democracy  I  do  not  conceyve  that  ever  God  did 
ordeyne  as  a  fitt  government  cythcr  for  church  or  commonwealth. 
If  the  people  be  governors,  who  shall  be  governed?  As  for  monarchy 
and  aristocracy,  they  are  both  of  them  clearly  approved  and  directed 
in  Scripture,  yet  so  as  referreth  the  soveraigntie  to  himself  and  set- 
teth  up  Theocracy  in  both  as  the  best  forme  of  government  in  the 
commonwealth  as  well  as  in  the  church.” 

Sometimes  the  reference  to  democracy  in  the  above  has  been 
quoted  alone,  in  a  manner  derogatory  to  the  Rev.  John  Gotton.  The 
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above  full  reference  shows  what  the  expressions  were  used  as  a  parry 
against,  while  the  system  of  government  set  up  largely  by  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  this  "Patriarch  of  the  Massachusetts  Theocracy”  easily  evolv¬ 
ed  from  representative  government  of  church  and  civil  administra¬ 
tion,  into  the  separate  bodies  of  the  Congregational  Church,  one 
of  the  most  democratic  of  churches,  and  a  democratic  state  of  the 
most  democratic  nation  in  the  world. 

For  three  or  four  of  the  first  years  of  the  Rev.  John  Cotton’s 
ministry  in  New  England,  his  labors  were  attended  by  a  remarkable 
blessing,  inasmuch  that  a  greater  number  were  admitted  to  his 
church  than  to  all  the  other  churches  in  the  colony.  Soon,  however, 
the  Familistic  and  Antinomian  doctrines  began  to  be  propagated  by 
the  famous  Anne  Hutchinson,  a  follower  of  John  Cotton.  For  some 
time,  before  the  matter  began  to  take  on  a  more  serious  aspect,  they 
had  the  address  to  procure  the  countenance  of  Mr.  Cotton.  How¬ 
ever,  he  soon  became  convinced  that  he  had  been  imposed  upon  by 
false  representations,  and  was  shocked  to  find  that  he  had  unwit¬ 
tingly  lent  his  name  to  corrupt  and  dangerous  opinions.  In  the  Synod 
of  1637,  Cotton  would,  as  head  of  the  ministers,  have  been  the  mod¬ 
erator,  had  he  not  been  so  prominently  connected  with  the  contro¬ 
versy.  The  result  of  the  Synod  was  a  paper  setting  forth  all  the 
points  where  Mrs.  Hutchinson  and  her  followers  were  adjudged  to 
be  in  error.  This  was  signed  by  all  the  ministers  except  John  Cot¬ 
ton,  who  "was  willing  to  bear  testimony  against  most  of  them  as 
heretical  and  absurd,  while  some  of  them  were  blasphemus,”  but  he 
would  not  condemn  them  all.  The  controversy  is,  judged  by  the 
resulting  document,  far  above  the  heads  of  modern  lay  readers  on 
the  event,  but  somehow  it  seems  to  again  place  John  Cotton  above 
the  others  in  a  class  somewhat  like  Mrs.  Hutchinson  and  others, 
whose  opinions  are  made  by  study  and  thought,  and  not  by  compro¬ 
mise  and  adoption  because  they  are  those  of  others,  or  of  the  ma¬ 
jority. 

In  1642  John  Cotton  was  invited,  with  the  Rev.  Thomas  Hook¬ 
er  and  the  Rev.  John  Davenport,  to  repair  to  England,  with  a  view 
to  share  the  labors  and  honors  of  the  famous  assembly  of  divines 
at  Westminster.  Both  John  Cotton  and  John  Davenport  were  in 
favor  of  accepting  the  invitation,  but  were  dissuaded  by  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Hooker. 
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The  independence  of  the  people  of  New  England  and  the 
democratic  methods  of  those  times,  though  not  under  such  a  name, 
is  evidenced  in  the  replacement  of  Winthrop  by  Thomas  Dudlev  as 
governor,  even  when  Cotton  in  a  sermon  advised  that  “only  mis¬ 
conduct  in  office  would  justify  dropping  such  a  faithful  governor  as 
Winthrop.” 

John  Cotton  must  have  been  more  liberal  minded  than  many 
church  leaders  of  a  much  later  day,  for  in  a  letter  to  a  friend  he  says: 
“Carding  I  take  to  be  unlawful  and  containing  in  it  a  lottery,  at  least 
in  the  shuffling  and  cutting  and  dealing  .  .  .  Dancing,  (vea,  though 
mixt)  I  would  not  simply  condemn  ....  Only  lascivious  dancing 
to  wanton  ditties  and  in  amorous  gestures  and  wanton  dalliances,  I 
would  bear  witness  against  .  .  .” 

An  incident  illustrative  of  Cotton’s  democratic  simplicity  was 
his  quick  abrogation  of  the  requirement  that  women  wear  veils  at 
worship  services. 

John  Cotton’s  last  illness  was  occasioned  by  exposure  to  wet  in 
passing  the  ferry  to  Cambridge,  where  he  went  to  preach  to  the 
students.  His  sermon  on  this  occasion  was  one  of  remarkable  in¬ 
terest;  but  his  powers  of  utterance  failed  while  delivering  it.  He  was 
attacked  with  inflamation  of  the  lungs,  and  this  turned  into  a  com¬ 
plicated  disease,  which  he  regarded  as  a  warning  that  his  end  drew, 
nigh.  The  next  Sabbath  lie  took  for  his  text  the  last  four  verses  of 
the  Second  Epistle  to  Timothy,  which  Epistle  he  had  been  expound¬ 
ing  in  course.  Ele  told  his  audience  the  reason  for  his  taking  so 
many  verses  at  once:  “Because,  else,”  he  said,  “I  shall  not  live  to 
make  an  end  of  this  Epistle.’’  The  next  day  he  spent  in  his  study, 
in  special  prayer  and  preparation  for  the  great  conflict  which  he  saw 
approaching.  On  leaving  that  apartment,  he  said  to  his  wife:  “I 
shall  go  into  that  room  no  more.”  He  then  betook  himself  to  his 
bed,*  and  having  adjusted  all  his  worldly  concerns,  received  many 
parting  visits,  and  administered  many  dying  counsels,  begged  to  be 
left  alone  for  undisturbed  communion  with  God.  He  caused  the 
curtains  to  be  drawn,  and  exacted  a  promise  from  the  gentleman 
who  attended  him,  that  the  privacy  of  his  chamber  should  not  be 
disturbed.  He  then  gave  that  gentleman  this  parting  benediction: 
“The  God  that  made  you,  and  bought  you  with  a  great  price,  re¬ 
deem  your  body  and  soul  unto  Himself.”  These  were  his  last 
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words.  After  remaining  a  few  hours  speechless,  he  gentlv  passed 
away  to  eternal  rest.  He  died  on  December  23,  1652,  in  the  sixtv- 
cighth  year  of  his  age.  Ilis  funeral  was  attended  on  December  28th 
and  he  was  borne  on  the  shoulders  of  Iris  brother  ministers  to  his 
last  resting  place,  in  a  tomb  of  brick,  in  what  is  called  the  King’s 
Chapel  Burying  Ground.  The  lectures  in  his  church  the  following 
winter  by  the  neighboring  clergymen,  were  but  so  many  funeral 
discourses.  His  departure  drew  fortli  numerous  elegies,  according  to 
the  taste  of  the  times,  and  it  was  lamented  as  a  public  loss  in  all 
the  churches  in  the  country. 

Cotton  Mather  represents  his  grandfather  as:  “A  most  univer¬ 
sal  scholar,  and  a  living  system  of  the  liberal  arts,  and  a  walking 
library’ —possessing  "an  incomparable  modesty  that  would  not  per¬ 
mit  him  to  speak  any  more  than  the  least  of  himself.”  “Conscien¬ 
tiously  forbearing,”  in  his  preaching,  “to  make  to  the  common  people 
any  ostentation  of  being  a  great  scholar;  having  the  art  of  concealing 
his  art”  ....  “the  Cato  of  his  age  for  his  gravity,  but  having  a  glory 
in  it  which  Cato  had  not.” 


Hubbard,  alluding  to  the  effect  of  a  sermon  which  John  Cot¬ 
ton  preached  before  the  General  Court  on  an  occasion  of  some 
difficulty,  says:  Mr.  Cotton  had  such  an  insinuating  and  melting 
way  in  his  preaching,  that  he  would  usually  carry  his  very  adversary 
captive  after  the  triumphant  chariot  of  his  rhetoric.” 

As  to  his  personal  appearance,  Cotton  Mather  says:  “He  was 
of  a  clear,  fair,  sanguine  complexion,  and  like  David  of  a  ruddy 
countenance.  lie  was  rather  low  than  tall,  and  rather  fat  than  lean, 
but  of  a  becoming  mediocrity.  In  his  younger  years  his  hair  was 
brown,  but  in  his  latter  years  as  white  as  the  driven  snow.  In  hh 
countenance  there  was  an  inexpressible  sort  of  majestv  which  com¬ 
manded  reverence  from  all  that  approached  him.” 

In  1854,  in  Boston,  England,  a  movement  was  started  to  rcstoic 
the  chapel  of  the  church  and  more  than  670  pounds  Sterling  was 
received  from  citizens  of  Massachusetts  for  the  restoration  of  the 
building.  A  , complete  restoration  was  made  and  in  the  eastern  arch, 
a  beautiful  brass  tablet  of  large  size  bears,  in  Latin,  the  following 
which  is  a  literal  translation: 
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To  the  perpetual  memory  of  John  Cotton, 

Of  this  church,  during  many  years, 

In  the  reigns  of  James  and  Charles,  the  Vicar, 

Grave,  fluent,  learned,  and  laborious, 

Afterwards,  on  account  of  sacred  things  in  his  own  land 

being  sadly  disturbed 

He  sought  a  new  settlement  in  the  New  World, 

And  of  the  first  church  in  Boston,  New  England, 

(This  venerable  name 
Being  given  it  in  honor  of  Cotton,) 

Even  to  the  end  of  his  life  with  highest  repute 
And  highest  authority  in  things  human  as  well  as 

Divine, 

Was  Pastor  and  Teacher, 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-five  years  having  past  since  his 

resignation, 

His  descendants  and  the  citizens  of  American  Boston. 
Incited  to  this  pious  duty  by  their  English  brethren, 

And  that  the  name  of  a  man  so  excellent, 

The  delight  and  honor  of  both  hemispheres, 

Might  not  be  longer  exiled  from  the  noble  temple 
In  which,  through  so  many  years,  the  Divine  Oracles 
He  had  diligently,  learnedly,  and  piously  expounded, 

This  chapel  to  be  restored,  and  this  tablet  to  be 

erected. 

In  the  year  of  salvation,  1857, 

Have  liberally  and  gratefully  caused. 

In  the  present  First  Church  in  Boston,  Mass.,  is  a  memorial  to 
John  Cotton,  a  life-size  recumbent  figure,  erected  by  his  descendants 
in  the  seventh  and  eighth  generations  in  1907.  It  is  of  Italian  sta¬ 
tuary  marble,  with  pedestal  and  background  of  limestone.  Over  the 
figure  is  the  following  inscription:

John  Cotton  was  bom  at  Boston  March  15.  1639/40,  a  son  of 
John  and  Sarah  (Hawkridge)  Cotton.  Tie  graduated  from  Harvard 
College  in  1657.  He  was  at  Wethersfield,  Haddam,  Killingworth, 
Conn.,  and  Edgarton,  Mass.  He  preached  to  a  congregation  of 
Indians  and  white  people  in  Martha’s  Vineyard  from  1664  to  1667; 
was  ordained  at  Plymouth  January  30,  1669,  where  he  remained  until 
1698  when  he  removed  to  Charlestown,  S.  C.,  where  he  founded  a 
Congregational  church.

He  married, 
November  7,  1660,  Joanna  Rossiter,  daughter  of  Dr.  Brian  Rossiter 
of  Guilford,  Conn.  She  died  October  12,  1702,  age  60.  He  died 
at  Charlestown,  S.  C.,  on  September  18,  1699.
